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Trees of culture 


Our own concern this week is not just with the free crea¬ 
tive springs that feed the currents of Arab culture; those 
springs are deep and powerful, and have existed for too many 
years to be in any danger. We are more concerned, however, 
with the manner in which the culture of the Arabs is freely 
and naturally disseminated. We are concerned about those 
fragile branches on which culture grows and spreads, and 
from which it drops its fruits of truth and art. We think 
especially of those organs of the mass media which are the 
living instruments of cultural dissemination, and the cutting 
edge of cultural development. Newspapers and magazines, 
radio and television, cinema and art, music and theatre. These 
are at once the substance of culture and the vehicles of its 
development. 


Our feeling is that it is a task of Arab cultural officials to 
look closely at how one can nurture and goad the cultural 
institutions and development of the Arab people, but it is 
also their duty to see that the lively fruits of one’s culture 
travel freely throughout the Arab nation. It is in this respect 
that the culture ministers should take a look at communications 
organs in the Arab World — those fragile branches without 
which the tree of culture turns into a stump. 


We suggest that one topic in this category of cultural 
concern is the manner in which the newspapers of Beirut are 
being systematically closed down by Arab peace-keeping sold¬ 
iers acting in the name of the Arab League, and thus all the 
Arab people. The mass media is the front-line of many things, 
among which are a nation’s culture, its thought, ideas, sugges¬ 
tions, ponderings, wonderings and, ultimately, its identity. 
The press is a mirror of the best and worst in any society, and 
we are concerned, as journalists and as Arabs, when we see 
Arab League soldiers — acting under an Arab League mandate 
born in an Arab summit — closing down the greater part of 
what had been the most professional press sector in the Arab 
World. If it had been irresponsible, the answer is to goad it 
into responsibility. If it must be restricted, the answer is to 
ease it into a restrictive path. But it is no small matter to flick 
off the lights one morning with a brusk finger acting in the 
name of an Arab consensus. 


What happens to the stirrings of Arab cultural expression, 
that one day find they have no place to be published and tested 
in the marketplace of Arab thought ? What will we tell our 
children when they go to visit the botanical gardens of 
Arab culture, and find only a series of stumps ?

Jordan, Syria 
conclude meet 


on agriculture 


The meeting of Arab ministers of culture now taking place 
in Amman is special and peculiar in several ways, and poten¬ 
tially of more importance than the ministers themselves have 
probably thought it to be. 


Culture, unlike desalination plants or athletic stadiums, 
is not something that lends itself naturally or easily to planning 
and control. In the midst of the tremendous economci boom 
that envelops and determines much of what is happening 
throughout the Arab World tod^y, the matter of culture 
remains singularly detached from the many processes of state- 
controlled planning, implementation and supervision, as rightly 
it should. It is interesting to contrast the meeting of Arab 
culture ministers that is taking place here in Amman this week 
with the meeting of OPEC oil ministers that took place in 
Doha last week. While the oil ministers could sit down and 
manipulate the most minute levers and buttons of their oil 
sector, the culture ministers here are more like appointed 
guardians respectfully watching over their domain of all that 
is cultural, rather than defining or directing specific cultural 
activities.

Jordan, USSR sign 
economic, technical 
cooperation accord 


AMMAN (JNA). — An agreement 
on economic and technical coope¬ 
ration was signed with the Soviet 
Union at the National Planning 
Council Monday morning. 

According to this agreement, 
the Soviet Union will open two 
training centres here, one vocat¬ 
ional and the other technical, wh¬ 
ich will take 800 trainees each. 

USSR will also provide 50 sch¬ 
olarships every year for training 
Jordanian teciuuans at the Soviet 
technical institutes. 

The agreement was signed by 
Minister of Labour Issam Ajlouni 
and the Soviet representative of 
the State’s Committee for Techn¬ 
ical and Vocational Training Aff¬ 
airs in the presence of the Soviet 
ambassador to Jordan.

The first is the dissolution of the 
Knesset and new elections to take 
place within two months.

The second is for Mr. Rabin to 
carry on with a minority govern¬ 
ment under a gentleman’s agree¬ 
ment - - similar to the present pos¬ 
ition of Mr. Andreotti's Italian 
government - - which will not inv¬ 
olve only demand for a vote of 
confidence. This also means that 
the Rabin government would still 
not be in a position to negotiate. 

The paper is inclined to believe 
that the new development may be 
an attempt by the Israeli govern¬ 
ment to escape from any future 
American pressures and consequ¬ 
ently to evade committing itself 
to political moves towards a peace 
settlement during the first three 
months of next year..

The only way the 60-year-old 
prisoner could take exercise was 
by taking a walk in an enclosed 
courtyard of 20 square metres’ 
area under the watch of a guard 
behind a machine gun, the lawyer 
stated. 

She said he was not allowed to 
send or receive mail and was only 
permitted to receive occasional vi¬ 
sits from a few relatives; and his 
wife, who shared his detention, 
was stripped and searched on her 
way out and on her way in when¬ 
ever she left to visit her family. 

Mrs. Lafue-Veron pointed out 
that she herself had not been a- 
1 lowed to see Mr. Ben Bella since 
he was arrested, although she was 
permitted to do so in France du¬ 
ring the Algerian war. 

Mr. Ben Bella, the first president 
of independent Algeria, was over¬ 
thrown on June 19, 1965 by the 
revolutionary council headed by 
Col. Houari Boumedienne. 

He was subsequently moved 
from prison to prison, and later 
held in secret at an undisclosed 
place.

KUWAIT, Dec. 19 (AFP). — 
Kuwaiti oil revenues will go up 
by $1,053 million a year follo¬ 
wing the price rises announced 
last week by OPEC, the Orga¬ 
nisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, a senior official said 
here today. 

Eleven of OPEC's member 
states, including Kuwait, deci¬ 
ded to boost prices by ten per 
cent on 3 an. J and another five 
per cent six months later, but 
the other two members, Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates, said their increases 
would be limited five per cent 
from Jan. 1. 

According to unofficial rep¬ 
orts here, the Kuwaiti govern¬ 
ment will Issue treasury bonds 
at the start of January to abs¬ 
orb surplus liquidity and halt 
galloping inflation. 

The government has also all¬ 
ocated $2,000 million to launch 
a contingency fund to ensure 
Kuwait’s economic development 
in the post-oil era. 

The Kuwaiti official. Oil Min¬ 
istry Secretary General Moha¬ 
mmad A1 Adassani, told Agence 
France Presse the Saudi deci¬ 
sion at the OPEC meeting would 
not have “implications" for the 
sales of OPEC's other members. 

OPEC's global production 
was 31 million barrels, and 
“this fact cannot be ignored," 
he said.

labour in the country. Exports 
must be stepped up to counter-ba¬ 
lance imports and create condi¬ 
tions for further expanding im¬ 
ports." 

Commenting on this the Ame¬ 
rican bank’s newsletter said: “This 
is regarded as the clearest possible 
indication that Vietnam intends to 
become a significant trading na¬ 
tion in the Southeast Asian region. 

“Although the newly-unified 
country is believed to have a se¬ 
vere foreign exchange shortage, 
its physical and human resources 
contain considerable potential for 
cash-producing exports which will, 
in turn, allow the country to buy 
the needed products, particularly 
technology, from abroad.” 

What Vietnam is doing at pre¬ 
sent to earn foreign exchange is 
set out in the political report to 
the party congress. This said: 

“At present the main direction 
for stepping up exports is to make 
the best use of the potentialities 
of tropical agriculture and forestry’ 
and the abundant labour potential 
of our country, and step up the 
exploitation of a number of mine¬ 
ral resources having fairly big re¬ 
serves." 

The newsletter noted that in a 
further bid to gain foreign ex¬ 
change and stimulate economic 
growth, Vietnam was reported to 
be on the verge of finalising a new 
foreign investment code. 

According to news reports re- 
cieved in Hong Kong, the code 
will provide for foreign ownership 
of 30 to 49 per cent.

North obviously knew the 
sort of overcalls his partner 
was liable to make, for he 
bid a conservative two 
spades on a hand that some 
would have thought suf¬ 
ficient to raise to game- 


Knowing thai his partner 
held hearts. East introduced 
his skinny suit at the three- 
level. and North, for reasons 
best known only to him, com¬ 
peted further rather than 
double. . East correctly j 
judged that his best, chance i 
For a plus score lay in defeat¬ 
ing the opponents, so he 
doubled to end the auction. 

West led a low diamond. 
EasL cashed the ace and king 
and continued with a dia¬ 
mond to his partner’s queen. 
West shifted lo the queen of 
hearLs. and declarer made a 
good play by refusing to 
cover. East now took lime ' 
out to consider the situation. ' 

The dummy hand was. to 
say the least, menacing. De¬ 
clarer surely held five, 
spades to the ace, so it look-* 
ed as if there were no trump 
tricks for the defenders. 
Dummy's heart length 
meant that declarer held 
only a singleton, and the ace- 
queen of clubs made it im¬ 
possible for the defenders to 
score a club trick. 

East realized that his only 
hope lay in finding his part¬ 
ner with the ten of trumps. 
Therefore, he overtook his 
partner's queen of hearts 
with the ace and led the 
thirteenth diamond. No mat¬ 
ter what declarer did. West 
would uppercut by ruffing 
with the ten of trumps, pro¬ 
moting onejaf-East’s trumps., 
to the setting trick.

WORLD NEWS BRIEFS 


• SINGAPORE, Dec. 20 (R). — Vietnam’s ruling Workers’ Party 
has ended a week-long conference in Hanoi after renaming itself 
the Communist Party of Vietnam and re-electing Mr. Le Duan as 
its secretary general. The congress, the first major Communist 
gathering since national reunification earlier this year, elected a 
Politburo of 14 permanent and three alternate members. 

• UNITED NATIONS, Dec. 20 (R). — The General Assembly today 
called for wider economic sanctions against the white minority 
government of Rhodesia and asked the Security Council to meet 
urgently to consider the matter. T»»e resolution, approved by 124 
votes to none with seven members abstaining, also condemned the 
continued importation of Rhodesian chrome and nickel by the 
United States, in violation of existing sanctions orders. The United 
States, which voted against the resolution in the committee stage, 
abstained in the assembly vote today. 

• TOKYO, Dec. 20 (R). — A group of Japanese nuclear scientists 
and legal experts has appealed to President-elect Jimmy Carta" to 
remove immediately all nuclear weapons from South Korea. In a 
similar appeal, to U.N. Secretary General Kurt Waldheim, the group 
said the U.S. had about 700 nuclear weapons in South Korea. 

% MANILA, Dec. 20 (R). — A U.S. navy F-14 Tomcat missed the 
. deck of an aircraft carrier on landing yesterday and crashed into 
the sea, a navy spokesman said. Both crew ejected and escaped 
unhurt. It was the second time in recent months that an accident 
had sent a top-secret Tomcat to the bottom of tfae sea. Navy experts 
said the latest plane lost was lying in about 4,000 ms of water and 
no salvage attempt would be made. 

% PEKING, Dec. 20 (R). — China today launched a strong attack 
on Soviet policy in the Middle East at the start of an official 
visit here by Lt.-Coi. Ibrahim A1 Hamdi, the Yemen Arab Republic’s 
head of state. A front-page editorial in the People’s Daily said the 
Russians were doing everything in their power to sow discord in 
the region, provoking civil war and plotting armed subversion. 
“Under the signboard of an all-round settlement of the Middle East 
question, it (the Soviet Union) is trying to mislead the public in an 
attempt to continue to impose the sate of ‘no war, no peace’ on 
the people of various Arab countries,” it said. It praised the Yemen 
Arab Republic for denouncing the superpowers’ “criminal activities” 
in the Red Sea and pledged China’s support. 

% ISTANBUL, Dec, 20 (R). — Istanbul university was closed in¬ 
definitely today after left and rightwing students battled on the 
campus - - only a week after it reopened. Eight people were taken 
to hospital after police broke up the battle, the latest in a series 
that bas disrupted university life in Turkey and taken scores of 
lives over the past year. 


• TRIPOLI, Libya. Dec. 20 (AFP). — Italian Trade Minister Ri- 
naldo Ossola was quoted today by the Libyan Arna news agency 
as saying that the two governments had set up a joint economic 
commission to provide “a stable basis” for economic cooperation. 
Speaking on his departure after official talks here, the Italian mi¬ 
nister promised Italian technical aid for Libya's “ambitious” deve¬ 
lopment plans. 

• RABAT, Dec. 20 (R). — Moroccan Minister of Commerce Abdel- 
latif Ghissassi left here today for Madrid for talks which were 
expected to cover cooperation between the two countries in phos¬ 
phate mining and sea fishing. 

• MOSCOW, Dec. 20 (AFP). — The Soviet C ommunis t Pasty 
newspaper Pravda today announced the arrival here of Chilean Com¬ 
munist leader Luis Corvalan but made no reference to his exchange 
for Soviet dissident Vladimir Bukovsky. The Soviet news agency 
Tass said that Communist Party Secretary General Leonid Brezhnev 
had persistently fought for the freedom of Senor Corvalan. Tass 
described his release from Chile’s prisons and concentration camps 
as an “important victory for the world’s democratic forces.” and 
said it had been achieved by international public opinion. 

• ZURICH. Dec. 20 (AFP). — Doctors reportedly found Mr. Vla¬ 
dimir Bukovsky, who spent several years in Soviet labour camps 
and psychiatric hospitals because of his dissident views, in “satis¬ 
factory” condition but in need of rest Poet Natalya Gorbanevskaya, 
one of the few people with access to the 33-year-old dissident said 
that the ulcer from which he suffered while in detention had appar¬ 
ently cleared up. The dissident’s 12-year-old nephew, Mikhail, was 
meanwhile being treated for a reported cancer at a local clinic. 

• SALISBURY, Dec. 20 (AFP). — Black nationalist guerrillas 
killed 27 black labourers last night at a tea estate near the Rho¬ 
desian border with Mozambique, officials at the estate said today. 

• MANILA, Dec. 20 (R). — Talks underway in Libya have brought 
a major breakthrough towards settling the Moslem rebellion in the 
southern Philippines, Mrs. Imelda Marcos wife of the Philippines 
president, said here tonight. She was speaking on ha return from 
a trip to Libya and New York, during which she met Libyan leader 
Muammar Qadhafi.
